A confidential  Informant*  who  has  furnished  reliable  Information 
in  the  past,  advised  our  Chicago  Office  on  December  17,  1969,  that  the 
wjaglr  Panther  Party  in  Chicago  was  advising  news  media  that  the  FBI, 
Central  Intelligence  Agency,  local  police  and  State's  Attorney's  Police 
were  at  2887  West  Monroe,  the  scene  of  the  December  4,  1969,  shootout, 
and  refusing  admittance  to  Black  Panther  Party  members.  Subsequently, 
on  tbs  same  date,  James  Montgomery,  an  attorney  far  members  of  the 
Black  Panther  Party,  contacted  our  Chicago  Office  to  advise  the  police 
officers  at  the  aforementioned  address  advised  Bobby  Rush,  Deputy 
Defense  Minister,  Illinois  Black  Panther  Party,  that  they  had  a search 
warrant  for  searching  the  outer  halls  of  the  building.  According  to 
Montgomery  the  officers  were  asked  to  leave,  which  they  did;  however, 
returned  shortly  and  then  refused  Black  Panther  Party  members  access 


At  8 :27  p.m. , December  17,  1969,  Dennis  Cunningham,  attorney 
| for  the  Black  Panther  Party,  telephonlcaUy  contacted  the  Special  Agent 
in  Charge  of  our  Chicago  Office  to  advise  that  attorneys  far  the  Black 
Panther  Party  and  victims  bad  decided  they  did  not  feel  the  Justice 
Department  could  help  them  and  were  therefore  taking  the  position  that 
I they  would  not  voluntarily  cooperate  with  day  FBI  Investigation.

Chicago  Office.  He  commented  that  undoubtedly  the  Federal  Government

,J action  and  that  "of  course  they  could  not  prevent  that.  " He  said  that  it  Is

Cunningham  also  stated  that  the  State's  Attorney’s  Police 
were  "using  some  kind  of  warrant"  at  the  Monroe  Street  premises  at 
approximately  10:30  a.m.  on  December  17,  1969,  and  were  denying 
everyone  access  to  the  premises  unless  they  could  present  a lease 
agreement.  He  said  he  recognized  this  was  not  Involved  with  any  FBI 
investigation. 

Edward  V.  Hanrahan,  Cook  County  State's  Attorney,  telephonlcally 
contacted  the  Special  Agent  In  Charge  of  our  Chicago  Office  on  December  17, 
1989,  and  stated  his  office  was  conducting  an  investigation  regarding  the 
shooting  Incident  and  desired  to  know  If  the  FBI  could  "have  an  observer 
present  during  all  phases  of  their  investigation. " He  was  advised  this 
would  not  be  possible.  He  did  not  mention  that  his  Investigators  were 
searching  the  premises  at  the  aforementioned  location.

Results  of  examination:  (refer  to  diagram  on  page  6) 


1.  In  the  entrance  hallway,  two  shot  patterns  are 
represented. 

A.  One  shot  fired  from  inside  the  hallway  was 
fired  laterally  across  the  front  door.  This  shot 
was  fired  from  a shotgun  using  a shotshell  loaded 
with  Number  7 1/2  or  8 shot.  The  gauge  of  the 
shotgun  is  not  known.  Pieces  of  lead  shot  were 
recovered. 


B.  One  shot  is  represented  by  a large  hole  in  the 
southwest  comer  of  the  entrance  hallway,  6'  7 1/2" 
above  the  floor.  The  hole  Is  typical  of  one  that 
could  have  been  produced  by  a rifled  slug.  No  slug 
was  recovered.  The  trajectory  of  the  missile 
producing  this  hole  leads  from  an  area  In  the 
northwest  comer  of  the  living  room,  through  the 
doorway  between  the  living  room  and  entrance 
hallway,  through  the  hole  in  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  entrance  hallway  Into  the  stairway  leading 
to  an  upstairs  apartsjent  to  the  west  wall  of  the 
stairway.  The  shot  with  the  trajectory  described 
could  have  produced  the  hole  in  the  panel  of  the 
living  room  door  as  shown  in  photographs  made 
available  for  examination.  The  panel  with  the 
hole  was  missing  from  the  door  at  the  time  the 
door  was  made  available  for  examination.

2.  In  the  living  room,  forty-two  bullet  entrance  holes 
were  noted  In  the  south  wall,  a bullet  entrance  hole  was 
noted  In  the  left  side  of  the  living  room  doorfrai*,  a 
bullet  entrance  hole  was  found  in  a white  four-drawer 
dresser  in  the  living  room  with  an  accompanying  exit  hole 
in  the  back  of  the  dresser,  an  impression  of  a bullet 
that  keyholed  and  struck  one  of  the  dresser  drawers  of  a 
black  double  dresser  but  did  not  exit  the  dresser  and  an 
area  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  living  room  approximately 
80"  from  the  floor  that  had  been  previously  explored  that 
«?ould  have  represented  either  a bullet  hole  or  shot  pattern. 

A.  The  bullets  producing  the  forty-two  entrance 
holes  in  the  south  vail  of  the  living  room  all  entered 
the  front  bedroom.  Some  penetrated  the  south  wall 

of  the  front  bedroom  traveling  through  the  partition 
and  entered  the  back  bedroom.  It  was  possible,  by 
plotting  bullet  trajectories  from  the  living  room 
through  both  north  and  south  wall  partitions  In  the 
front  bedroom,  to  establish  that  nineteen  of  the 
forty-two  bullets  fired  into  the  south  wall  of 
the  living  room  entered  the  back  bedroom. 

B.  One  of  the  bullets  fired  through  the  south 
wall  of  the  living  room  entered  the  closet  in 
the  front  bedroom  and  exited  through  the  closet 
in  the  back  bedroom. 

C.  The  bullet  hole  in  the  left  doorfran*  or  the 
living  room  door  was  57  1/4"  from  the  floor.  The 
bullet  had  been  removed  previously.  Its  trajectory 
was  nearly  at  right  angles  to  the  doorframe  and  level 
with  the  floor. 

No  bullets  or  lead  shot  were  recovered  in  the 
living  room.

A.  Two  shot  patterns  in  the  north  wall  of  the 
front  bedroom  were  produced  by  one  or  more  shotguns 
firing  shotshells  loaded  with  Number  7 1/2  or  8 shot. 

These  patterns  were  47"  and  56"  from  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  front  bedroom  and  42"  and  31"  from  the 
floor  respectively,'  The  trajectory  of  these  shots 
established  that  they  were  fired  from  the  hallway 
through  the  open  door  to  the  front  bedroom.  Pieces 
of  lead  shot  were  recovered  from  both  holes. 

B.  The  third  shot  pattern  on  the  north  wall  of  the  1 

front  bedroom  was  produced  by  a shotgun  firing  a shotshell 
loaded  with  00  Buck.  It  was  established  that  the 
trajectory  of  the  shot  producing  this  pattern  led  from 
the  doorway  between  the  kitchen  and  dining  room 

to  a point  in  the  east  wall  of  the  dining  room  near  !

C.  Six  bullet  holes  in  the  east  wall  of  the  front 

bedroom  were  produced  by  shots  fired  from  the  ' 

hallway  through  the  open  door  to  the  front  bedroom. 

Five  caliber  .45  Auto  bullets  were  recovered  from 
behind  these  holes.  These  were  identified  as  having 
been  fired  from  the  same  weapon.  The  trajectories  \ 

of  two  of  these  shots  led  to  two  holes  in  the  edge  of 
the  open  door  exposed  to  the  hallway. 
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D.  Three  bullet  holes  were  in  the  east  wall  of 
the  closet  In  the  front  bedroom.  The  shots 
producing  these  holes  were  fired  from  the  hallwey 
through  the  open  door  to  the  front  bedroom.  They 
penetrated  the  east  wall  t\f  the  closet,  went  through 
the  south  wall  of  the  fror,t  bedroom  and 

exited  into  the  back  bedroom.  The  trajectory  of  one 
of  these  bullets  led  to  the  right  side  of  the  window- 
frame  of  the  left  window  in  the  back  bedroom,  the 
trajectory  of  anotljer  of  the  bullets  led  to  the 
baseboard  on  the  south  wall  of  the  back  bedroom. 

The  trajectory  of  the  third  shot  led  to  and  may  have 
exited  through  the  left  window  of  the  back  bedroom. 

E.  There  were  eight  holes  in  a six-drawer  black 
dresser  in  the  front  bedroom.  Three  of  these  holes 
appeared  to  have  been  in  the  trajectory  path  of 
bullets  fired  through  the  south  wall  of  the  living 
room.  The  position  of  the  dresser  in  the  back 
bedroom  appeared  fixed  on  the  basi3  of  these 
trajectories.  The  trajectories  of  four  other  holes 
in  the  dresser  led  Co  shots  fired  into  the  front 
bedroom  from  the  hallway  through  the  open  door  to  the 
front  bedroom.  All  four  of  the  bullets  producing 
these  holes  lodged  in  the  dresser  and  were  apparently 
recovered  by  previous  search. 

In  the  right  end  of  the  dresser  is  a depression 
characteristic  of  one  produced  by  a bullet  ricochet. 
Its  trajectory  could  not  be  established. 

4.  In  the  back  bedroom  were  two  shot  patterns  on  the  east 
wall  741'  above  floor  level.  The  shots  producing  these  holes 
appeared  to  have  been  fired  from  a direction  of  the  door  leading 
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to  the  back,  bedroom.  The  shot  patterns  are  typical  of 
those  produced  by  buckshot.  The  area  had  been  previously 
explored  but  one  shot  pellet  regained  at  the  time  of  the 
Laboratory  examination  of  the  scene,  and  it  was  removed 
for  examination. 

All  other  holes  appearing  in  the  back  bedroom  have  been 
logically  associated  by  trajectories  from  shot  sources  fired 
elsewhere  in  the  apartment. 

5.  A part  of  the  building  at  2335  West  Monroe  Street, 
property  next  door  to  the  apartment  where  the  shooting 
occurred,  is  an  enclosure  referred  to  as  a shed.  This 
enclosure  is  over  a porch  leading  to  the  back  door  of  the 
apartment  at  2335  West  Monroe  Street.  On  the  side  of  this 
enclosure  is  a shot  pattern  typical  of  one  produced  by 
buckshot.  The  shot  producing  this  pattern  appeared  to 
have  been  fired  from  the  direction  of  the  right  window  in  the 
back  bedroom. 

Inside  the  enclosure  was  an  indentation  in  the  side  of 
a washing  machine  stored  there  that  could  have  been  produced  by 
buckshot,  but  nothing  was  found  in  the  impression  to  permit  its 
identification  with  buckshot. 

In  the  kitchen  door  was  a hole  that  penetrated  the 
door.  The  trajectory  of  the  missile  producing  this  hole  led 
to  a corner  of  the  kitchen.  No  projectiles  were  found.  The 
enclosure  and  kitchen  of  the  premises  referred  to  had  been 
previously  explored. 

No  holes  having  the  appearance  of  bullet  holes  were 
in  the  kitchen  or  dining  room  other  than  the  shot  hole  near  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  dining  room  that  has  been  described  abovs 

It  was  not  possible  to  determine  the  sequence  of  the 
shots  fired  in  the  apartment.

^Chicago,  Illinois./  At  the  request  of  the  Department  and  with  prior  Bureaifapproval, 

'■  for  purposes  of' testimony  before  a Federal  Grand  Jury  convened  in  Chicago,  Laboratory 
experts  conducted  an  on-the-scene  examination  of  the  crime  scene  premises  at  Chicago 
and  have  brought  back  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination  certain  items  of  evidence  which 
were  recovered  during  the  search.  This  material  is  being  handled  expeditiously. 


On  the  evening  of  1/15/70,  SAC  Marlin  W.  Johnson  of  Chicago  advised  by 
telephone  that  as  an  extension  of  the  Department's  request  for  technical  assistance, /J 
Departmental  representatives  further  desire  FBI  Laboratory  examination  be  made  of 
evidence  previously  recovered  by  local  authorities  and  now  in  the  custody  of  suchttdcaT 
authorities.  Johnson  further  advised  that  on  1/14/70,  pursuant  to  Departmental  adtion, 
Judge  William  Campbell,  Chief  Judge,  USDC,  Chicago,  had  issued  a court  order 
directing  the  Chicago  Police  to  turn  over  to  the  FBI  Laboratory  all  evidence  recovered 
and  held  by  them  in  connection  with  their  examination  of  the  crime  scene  premises;  and 
similarly  directing  the  State  Attorney’s  Office  to  turn  over  to  the  FBI  Laboratory  all 
guns  taken  by  the  police  from  the  Black  Panther  Party  as  a result  of  the  raid.*  (All  these 
weapons  are  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Attorney's  Office  as  contrasted  to  the  other 
evidence  which  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Police  Department. ) To  insure  an  orderly 
turnover  of  thi&sevidence  so  that  all  interests  of  the  parties  involved  would  be  protected, 
SAC  Johnson  advised  that  a conference  was  held  in  Chicago  on  1/15/70,  attended  by

With  respect  to  the  evidence  now  held  by  the  Chicago  Police,  SAC  Johnson  advised 
that  the  Chicago  Police  Crime  Laboratory  will  be  called  upon  to  testily  later  in 
state  criminal  proceedings  against  the  Panthers  concerning  .its-  own  examinations  of 
this  material.  To  simplify  and  insure  chain  of  custody,  local  legal  authorities  request  a 
representative  of  the  FBI  Laboratory  come  to  Chicago,  where  the  evidence  will  be 
personally  turned  over,  and  that  this  FBI  Laboratory  representative  retain  custody  until 

I the  evidence  is  subsequently  personally  returned  to  the  Chicago  authorities  by  him.  Local 
legal  authorities  further  request  that,  for  legal  tactical  reasons  in  handling  the  local 
case,  the  FBI  representative  taking  custody  of  the  evidence  should  not  be  involved  in  the 
actual  examination  of  the  evidence.  This  will  permit  the  local  authorities  to  keep  the 
issue  of  custody  completely  separate  from  that  of  the  technical  examination.  They  point 
out,  according  to  SAC  Johnson,  that  they  want  to  avoid  to  the  maximum  extent  possible 
any  opportunity  by  the  Black  Panther  legal  staff  to  probe  the  technical  findings,  which 
otherwise  might  result  if  the  issue  of  custody  is  not  kept  separate  from  that  of  technical 
examination. 

With  respect  to  the  numerous  guns  now  held  by  the  State  Attorney’s  Office,  a 
representative  of  that  office  will  personally  deliver  to  the  FBI  Laboratory  the  guns  fired 
by  police  personnel  and  the  confiscated  guns  as  soon  as  the  coroner's  inquest  presently 
in  session  is  completed.  A receipt  will  be  issued  for  these  guns  and  the  State  Attorney's 
representative  will  return  to  the  FBI  Laboratory  to  receive  these  guns  when  our 
examinations  have  been  completed.  Custody  of  these  weapons  similarly  will  be  kept 
separated  in  the  FBI  Laboratory  from  the  issue  of  actual  examination. 

SAC  Johnson  further  advised  that  during  the  conference  the  Chicago  Police 
Laboratory  expcessed  a desire  to  test  fire  the  weapons  used  by  police  personnel  in  the 
raid,  prior  to  turning  over  these  weapons  to  the  FBI  Laboratory.  ( These  guns  have  not 
previously  been  made  available  to  the  Chicago  Crime  Laboratory  by  the  State  Attorney's 
Office. ) It  is  understood  that  such  test  bullets  will  be  made  available  to  the  FBI 
Laboratory  if  needed  by  us. 

The  above  arrangements  appear  to  be  feasible  from  the  FBI  Laboratory 
examination  standpoint,  and  in  view  of  the  Bureau's  earlier  assistance,  it  is  suggested 
the  Bureau  may  wish  to  approve  this  further  assistance  to  the  Department  looking  toward 
Federal  Grand  Jury  testimony  as  to  the  results  of  these  additional  technical  examinations. 

ACTION:  If  approved,  a firearms  examiner  from  the  Laboratory  will  be  dispatched  to 
Chicago  to  receive  and  take  custody  of  the  evidence  now  in  the  possession  of  the
